WRECKED SAILORS RESCUED. 

For Eighty Days Without Fire and Clothing 
— Living on Sea Itirds and Eggs. 

San Francisco, Jan. 20.— Advices receiv- 
ed by tho Mouowai report tho arrival at 
Uunedin, on December 1, of the survivors of 
tho bark Spirit of Dawn, which left Ran- 
goon on Juno 13 last, with a cargo of rice 
for Taleahuano, and was wrecked oil" the 
New Zealand coast on the morning of Sep- 
tember 4. Tho vessel wont ashore in a 
dense fog, but Bottled bo quickly that 
tho crew, with the oxeeption of tho first 
and second mates, took to tho ringing. 
Tho latter got into a boat as she lay on tho 
skids on tho main deck, and when tho vessel 
sank the boat floated with them. Most of 
the crew then jumped from tho rigging into 
the water and were pulled into tho boat by 
the two mates. The captain, carpenter and 
two seamen, however, went down with the 
vessel. Tho fog was very dense, but 
eventually it grew lighter anil after being 
about eleven hours in the boat, the sur- 
vivors landed on Antipodes Island. When 
rescued they had been on tho island 80 
days with no means ot lighting a fire, and 
little clothing, and had lived solely on pen- 
guins and aea birds' flesh and egga for that 
time. 



BLAKE'S BEUGUNGr. 

The "Fall Mall Gazette" Suggests That Ho 
Bo Asked How Long This Is to 
Continue. 

London, Jan. '20.— Hon. Edward Blake's 
letter in the Globo of Jan. S, regarding funds 
of the Irish party, is quoted in full in tho 
Chronicle to-day. The Pall Mall Gazette, 
in criticizing tho appeal, sayB that Irish 
Canadians should ask Mr. Jilalto how long 
this syBteni of begging is to continue. Pos- 
sibly all expenses now defrayed by dona- 
tions will como out of tho treasury of tho 
Irish government undor Homo Rule. Tho 
Gazetto says that tho letter calls emphatic 
attention to tho reality of tho danger appro- 
honded by all classoa in Ireland which havo 
anything to loso.

HAWAIIAN DOCUMENTS. 

Important Correspondence Submitted 
to Congress— Admiral Beu- 
ham's Report. 



President Dole Demands Explanations 
From U. S. Minister Willis, Who 
Asks for Specifications. 



Washington, Jan. 20.— Secretary Her- 
bert to-day received from Roar-Admiral 
Irwin the following letters : 

" Honolulu, Jan. 2, 189L Sir,— I havo 
tho honor to submit the following report in 
regard to tho situation since the dep-trturo 
of tho Corwin on the 24th ult. The 
military preparations for dofonco continue 
to be niado by the Provisional Government 
and tho excitement is unabated. Tho 
newspapers asBumo that the military re- 
presentatives of tho U. S. Government, in- 
tend to ubo force to restore the Queen, at 
tho samo time tbey quote mo as Baying 
that I would not obey any order that I con- 
sidered unlawful, also that tho oflicers and 
uiou under my command had assumed thosame 
attitude. These sensational reports are in- 
tended to influenco public opinion in tho 
United States, and are entirely without 
foundation. Since my arrival I havo caro- 
fully avoided all expression of opinion, ex- 
cept in conference with tho U. S. minister, 
and havo ordered all my command to pur- 
sue a similar course. 

" I miy further add that Mr. Willis has 
never given mo tho slightest hint that there 
over was any intention on the part of the 
U.S. Government to use force in order to 
rostoro the Queon. His own orders, to 
preserve Btrlct a neutrality, have been 
implicitly obeyed. It has been asserted 
quito often that wo wore preparod to 
land, which is true, but our motives were 
intentionally misconstrued, aB Mr. Willis 
stated openly, and his Btutement was pub- 
lished, that wo would land sololy for the 
purpose of suppressing riot, and to protect 
the lives and property of the dofenceless. 
Wore it not for tho course of tho newspa- 
pers in their endeavor to influenco public 
opinion in the United States, no uneasiness 
would bo felt ; things would go on as usual. 
I do not believe that ordinary business is 
seriously affected, bb reported ; but new 
enterprises will not bo undertaken until 
there is somo settled government. Tho 
commanding officers of the Japanese cruiser 
NaniwaKanand the British cruiser Champion 
called on mo to arrange for landing a force 
to protect the lives and property of their 
countrymen iu case thero ahould be any ser- 
ious riot. Thoy offered to co-operate with 
me and to place their landing parties where, 
in my opinion, they would do the most good, 

" Now, as the general publio in Honolulu 
is fully aware of tho above factB, and has no 
longer any apprehension of any riot, as the 
perusal of the President's mossago haa con- 
vinced every one that no force would bo used 
to change the Government, it is criminal for 
any one to make the misstatement referred to. 
Foroign 'nfluonoe, inimical to the interest 
of tho United States is secretly at work 
here, as it is wherever we havo any trade 
interests, and the influenco will account for 
many of the mis-statements in tho packets I 
forward of files of the newspapers covering 
tho period since last mail, The health of 
the crews of tho vessels hero remains good." 

"Honolulu, .an. 3, 1891. — Sir,— I havo 
tho honor to call tho attention of tho 
department to the admirable discretion ex- 
ercised by the officers and men of thiB 
squadron, undor tho most trying circum- 
stances. Notwithstanding the great parade 
of preparations for war. not ono case of mis- 
conduct on shore haa occurred, and this 
evidonce of porfoet discipline has been very 
favorably commonted upon by disinterested 
partioB ashore and afloat." 

The President to-day sent in to Congress 
another batch of Hawaiian correspondence : 
"Department of Foreign Affairs, Honolulu, 
Deo. 27 : Sir, — Pending tho further action 
of tho Government of tho United 
States upon tho matters contained in 
your communication of Dec. 19 and my 
reply to tho same, dated December 2,'i, 1 
desire to call your Excellency's most serious 
consideration to the dangerous and critical 
condition of rhis community, arising, I must 
respectfully submit, out of attitude 
which you havo assumed, nnil the 
language which you have used in 
publio, und in communications to this Gov- 
ernment, and also the published letter of 
the Secretary of State of the United States, 
and tho President's message on tho subject 
of the restoration of the monarchy. After 
your arrival you made communications re- 
garding your policy which were ambiguous 
and' for aoveral weeka waited to diecloso 
your intentions, and have only partially 
done so up to the present moment, leaving 
this Government to infer what they may 
ultimately learn from tho lotter of Mr. 
Gresham and tho President's message, in 
which it has been declared in very dis- 
tinct language that the deposed Queen 
ought to bo restored to tho throne by 
tho Government of the United States and 
leaving us further to infer that this assumed 
obligation would ho discharged. Your 
language expressed in public declared 
that you intended to perform Eomo act 
when tho proper time arrived, without 
disclosing what that act would be. 
Under these circumstances thero aroso at 
oneo a gcnerul feeling of disquiet. Tho 
natural inferenco from your attitude, lan- 
guage, and refusal to disclose your purposo 
and from Mr. Gresham's letter and the 
President's message was that you intended 
to use force in maintaining your, policy. 

" In consequence of your attitude in this 
behalf, tho enomioB of tho Government, bo- 
lioving in your intention to restore tho mon- 
archy by force, havo becoino emboldened, 
and threats of tho assassination of 
the oflicora of this Government havo 
boon made. Tho police forco is 
frequently informed of conspiracies to create 
disorder. Aged and sick peraouB of all 
nationalities have been, and are, in a state of 
distress and anxioty. Owing to your 
attitudo tho Government has been 
compelled, by public upprehonsion, to 
largely increase its military force at 
great exponas. Its offices havo boon 
placed, and still continue, in a position of 
defence and preparation for siege, and the 
community has been put into a stato of 
mind bordering on terrorism. This Gov- 
ernment has most earnestly sought from 
you and .through our ropresontativos at 
Washington, from your Government some 
assurances that forco will not be iissd and 
has failod to obtain it. Your action haa un- 
fortunately aroused tho passions of all par- 
tics, and made it probable that disturbances 
may be created at any moment, I havo 



therefore to ask you to inform mo, with tho 
least delay, whether you hold instructions 
to enforce your policy with tho use of arms 
in any event." 

Mr. Willis replying to Mr. Dole wrote : 
"Sir, — Your communication of this date 
was dolivored at *1 p.m., and would 
havo received an immediate answer, 
except for tho statements reflecting 
upon tho President of the United StateB, 
and upon hia diplomatic agent in this 
country, which, in view of thoir gravity 
should, I respootfully submit, be set forth 
with more particularity and certainty." 



I'olMoned Through Ignorance, 

Calgary, Jan. 20. — An ex-mounted 
policeman named C. McGrath, died sud- 
denly at Springbank, some distance west of 
horo on the 12th mat., under circumstances 
which tho coroner, Dr. T. E. Porter, deemed 
noaeasary to investigate. An inqueat was 
accordingly hold yesterday, eliciting tho 
fact that tho deceasod had been suffering 
from congestion of tho lungs for somo time, 
that T. C. Luah, a companion had procured 
and administered in ignoranco within a few 
hours of death, six pills, each containing 
eight grains of morphine, and that death re- 
sulted therefrom. Tho jury brought in a 
vordict according to tho facts, and also 
consurod tho druggist for selling morphine 
without giving full directions as to its uso.

Lively Debate oil Tariff Matters— The 
Wine. Tobacco aud Bourse 
Proposals. 



Another Silver Conference Not Un- 
likely to Be Called-Foreign Sil- 
ver Privately Minted. 

(Copyright 1891, by tho United Press.) 

Berlin, Jan. 20. — In his speech made in 
the RoicliBtag to-day Dr. Mattnacht, prime 
minister of Wurtemburg, pointed out that 
Wurtemburg had not only reserved the 
right to prevent the imposition of a tax on 
wine, but tho kingdom would strenuously 
oppose the wine tax. ThiB declaration 
was more than » denunciation of the 
measure. It was infused with a spirit of 
animosity against Chancellor von Caprivi, 
such as might bo expected from a statesman 
who has long been known as ready to stick 
at nothing to obtain the overthrow of the 
Chancellor. 

Tho closing Bcones of tho dobate devel- 
oped tho tacticB which Dr. Mittnacht'e de- 
claration initiated. It was designed to 
draw the chancellor into a damaging dis- 
cussion, either in refuting or explaining Dr. 
Mittnacht'e statements to Prussia's promise 
to Wurtemburg, in 1870, utiver to impoBe a 
tax upon wine for imperial purposes. 

Hcrr von Kardoff, a member of the Reich- 
stag, moved that the Houso adjourn to give 
the Chancellor an opportunity to make an 
explanation. He professed to sympathize 
with the declarations of Dr. Mittnaeht, 
which, ho said, threw a pitiful light on tho 
discordB prevailing in the Bundesrath. No 
member of the Houbo, according to Herr 
Kardoff, could ihink of closing the discus- 
sion and Eending the bill to committee un- 
til tho Governmont was given a chanco to 
vindicate itself against tho charges made by 
Herr Payer, that it had violated tho rights 
secured to Wurtemburg under the consti- 
tution. 

Herr Rickert said that tho House should 
adjourn in order to give tho Governmont 
time to determine upon withdrawing tho 
measure. 

Herren Ensinger and Grceler declared 
that the bill ought to be defeated without 
any delay. Dr. Mittnacht's defenco of the 
constitutional right of Wurtemburg ought, 
they said, to aatisfy tho Houso that tho 
measure ahould never have been proposed. 

Herr Richter Baid ho was willing to ad- 
journ if the Government deBired timo to 
make explanations. 

Count Rosadowsky, imperial secretary of 
the treasury, who had been consulting hiB 
colleagues, doclared that the Government 
saw no reason for tho houso to adjourn. Tho 
bill, he added, had the approval of the 
Bundearath, and it waa a material featuro 
of tho Govornment'a taxation proposals. 
The measuro ought to bo sent to a com- 
mittee. 

Dr. Mittnaeht interposed that ho had 
made hia statements with tho chancellor's 
previous knowledge that he waB to make 
thorn 

Finally tho Houso, by a great majority, 
sent the bill to tho general committee, 
which iB now considering tho tobacco and 
bourBO taxation proposals. Tho Opposition 
huvo named this oommitteo tho " Burial 
committee," desiring to imply that though 
the ReicliBtog in plenary Bitting decline to 
reject tho Government's schemes, tho com- 
mittee will not allow them to re-appear in 
any form that will bo acceptable to the 
ministers. 

Herr Von Hoyden's announcement in the 
Landtag on Thursday, that tho Government 
proposed to inquire into means of restoring 
tho prico of silver, haB boen hastily assumed 
to he tho forerunner of another monetary 
conference. Tho detailed proposals sent out 
yisterday as if they wore to bo tho basis of 
i ho conforenco, originated in Hcrr Von 
Kardoff's bi-motallist oliquo. They have 
not a shadow of official sanction. 
Tho Governmont is not pledged to 
anything beyond the investigation 
of tho money question under the light of 
latest legislation in America and India. 
Last year Chancellor von Caprivi combat ted 
und ridiculed tho bi-motallista. Sinco that 
timo tho Government has become convinced 
that it cannot absolutely defy the agrarian 
Conservatives, and it now adopts, 
therefore, a line of apparent conces- 
sion. Tho Chancellor may oven concede 
a currency commission, but ofliciul opinion 
does not yet admit tho possibility that 
Germany may initiate another international 
monoy conforenco. Tho low prico of silver 
has induced muoh illegal coinage of ono 
mark and five mark pieces. Max Becker, of 
Shrenfoldt, a suburb of Cologne, was arrest- 
ed this week, and now awaits trial for hav- 
ing produced coinaof fino silver. Tho police 
havo reason to bolievo that foreign silver is 
minted privatoly in Germany.

Conlldeuce Shattered iu the Financial 
Policy of the India 
Council. 



More About the Eastern Question- 
Anarchists iu Italy— Methods of 
the Organization. 



(Copyright to tho United Pross, 1891.) 
London, Jan. 20. — The departure of tho 
India Council to-day from tho maintenance 
of tho minimum of fifteen pence, farthing 
for council bills has shattered all confidence 
in its financial policy. No course seems 
now open to the Governmont except to con- 
fess that closing tho Indian mints to free 
coinage was an error. Tho Statist in dis- 
cueaing the situation prior to today's an- 
nouncement, says : " India has for more 
than six months done without council drafts. 
If thia goes on, tho Government will become 
bankrupt. If tho council can neither 
borrow nor sell drafts, how are its engage- 
ments to bo met ? Tho Government ought 
to immediately recognize the mistake and 
not allow shame to prevent its retracting its 
mistake-" An inkling of the Council's de- 
cision waa obviously known to aomo oper- 
ators in tho city yesterday, ua rupee paper 
relapsed ono half. There was a similar fall 
to day. City opinion is distinctly unfavor- 
able to tho Council's step as adding confusion 
to the already perplexod trado relutiona with 
Indin, and aB not likely to prevent tho even- 
tual reversal of tho Council's mintage 
edict. 

RESSIA IN TIIE EAST. 

The negotiations of tho Foreign Office 
with Russia us to the boundary of the 
Pamirs havo resulted in an arrangement 
to which the Ameer of Afghanistan has 
consented, All parties to tiie arrangement 
are satisfied thut the State of Jakhan, which 
the dispute concerned, haa been loft to the 
protection of tho Ameer. Russia has now 
settled with China the dispute as to boun- 
dary in the same region. It is reported 
that Lord Rosebery, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, has obtained the 
sanction of China to propose to 
Franco a convention in which Siam'a integ- 
rity shall be declared invincible, and shall 
be placed under the protection of France, 
Great Britain and China. This proposal 
seems to be intended to test tho truth of 
France's declaration that she will not follow 
an aggressive policy in Asia. 

ANARCHISM AND ITS METHODS. 

Cararra, Massa di Cararra and tho sur- 
rounding country were, according to a dis- 
patch from Rome, fairly tranquil yesterday. 
Occasionally a black flng was visible in the 
mountains, and a few gun shots were heard. 
The bands of fugitive anarchists were sup- 
posed to be exchanging signals con- 
cerning tho movements of tho troops. 
The Alpine troops penetrated some of the 
wildest parts of tho mountains, hut en- 
countered no anarchists. The police have 
gained considerable information Bince Wed- 
nesday as to anarchist organization and 
methods. Apparently thero is perfect sub- 
ordination in their ranks. Implicit blind 
obedienco is required from all. The chiefs 
of the groups have far reaching powers. 
Every member is required to pay sixty cen- 
times weekly to the organization. The 
money is used to relievo anarchists fleeing 
from the oflicers of justice and to buy 
weapons. The police have seized many 
copies ot the Manual of Anarchism.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Wall Street Jlucli More Cheerful-Higher 
Wires From London— A Remarkable 
.Bank Statement. 

New York, Jan. 20. — It has been many 
weeks ainco Wall street felt as cheerful aa it 
did to-day. The tendency of prices was 
upward, and tho " bulla " were in control 
from tho opening to tho close of tho aeeaion. 
The reaction in tho tinul trading, occas- 
ioned no surprise, as it quite often happens 
that the small truders tuke their profile at 
the end of tho week rather than curry their 
contracts over Sunday. Tho first thing to 
give an impotus to speculation this morniug 
was the receipt of higher wires from London 
and modorate buying orders from that 
centre. Tho execution of tho lattor 
developed tho fact that there were a few 
stocks pressing for sale in tho local market. 
The aid received from tho foreigners en- 
couraged tho "bulla" to take a more aggres- 
sivo stund, and in a Bhort time they had the 
whole Hat on the up tuck. Thoro was a dis- 
position to anticipate tho effect of tho bank 
statement, which proved to bo a most re- 
markable exhibit. Tho increase in cash was 
$13,768,900, and in the surplus reservo 
§10,170,775, lifting tho amount held by tho 
banks in oxcess of tho twenty-five 
per cent. legal requirement, to 
tho unprecedented figure of $102,704,450. 
Toward tho close BUgar weakened rather 
suddenly on rumors of probable legislation 
adverso to tho company, and tho Btock do- 
clined 2 per cent, to 82£. This, together 
with sales to realize profits, led to a re- 
action in tho remainder of tho list of 
J to 2 por cent, from tho highest, 
and speculation left off steady in 
tone.

PROFIT SHARING. 

A Ten Year's Trial of the System Has Fully 
Satisfied All the Parties). 

St. Louis, Jan. 18 — Tho employes of the 
N. O. NelBon Manufacturing Company are 
in good spirits to day. ThiB concern is 
conducted on tho profit-sharing plan, and 
for tho past ten yearB the workmen have re- 
ceived annual dividends. In August lust, 
when the financial stringency was making 
itself manifest, they accepted without do- 
mur a cut of 25 por cent, in wages. To-day, 
under a recent resolution of tho board of 
directors, a dividond of 7 per cent, was dis- 
tributed, and in addition tho loss by the 
cut in wages was returned in full in cash to 
each cmployo. This satisfactory condition 
of aflairs was brought about by a revival in 
tho business of the corporation. 



MOKE WORKERS THAN WORK 



Local Labor Leaders Say There 
Many Unemployed in all 
Trades. 



Are 



The Usual Crowding- From Country 
Into City a Very Proniiuent 
Cause. 



" The labor market is dead " say tho local 
leaders in working circles, the opinion of a 
number of whom was asked yeaterday aa to 
the cause of the prevailing depression among 
the toilers. Mr, B. H. West, well known 
aa boing interested .in the labor question, 
does not think that there is much prospect 
of any great change, for the winter at least. 
It is not because the market is glutted or 
overcrowded, but because there is not tho 
work offering. In fac, though there is 
not anything liko as many people here to- 
day as there wore two or three years, or 
oven a year ago, it is infinitely more diffi- 
cult for a mon to obtain work now than it 
was then. The result, of course, is want 
and poverty. Ho knew of several oases 
that had been reported to him ; one man 
waa in juat the aamo day and told him he 
had been out of work for three months. 
How hia family lived was a mystery, be- 
cause they had no means to fall back on, 
and the tale of povorty he poured 
into Mr. West's ear was pitiful. In 
his own (Mr. Wost's) trade of boot- 
making, thinga had come down to a very 
fine point. The custom business, aa it is 
called, had dwindled to almoBt nothing, tho 
Bhopa that formerly employed Beven to ten 
hands now keeping one or two. Tho hands 
are not to be found idle here, because they 
go away, and those that happen along go 
off, too, when thoy find there is no work to 
be done. In tho factories tho work is done 
by Chinese almost altogether. Ab a matter 
of fact, Mr. West considered this tho dullest 
winter ho had known hero. Tho only 
remedy ho Baw was the opening up of thf. 
lands of tho province, so as to attract the 
people away from the congested contreB of 
trade, where men jostle each other in corn- 
petition for work. Several men have told 
him that their services have been refused in 
preference to Chinamen, but ho could not 
verify tho statement of theao men without 
inquiring personally. 

Mr. Thomas Howell and Mr. Berridge, 
two more prominent figures in all public 
discussions on labor matters, were found to- 
gether discussing this very subject. They 
statod tint there waa considerable want ex- 
isting among the working class ; more 
than in any recent year. Tho former gen- 
tleman cited a caeo that only a few dayB ago 
cumo under his peraonal observation. A re- 
spectable looking woman called at hia house 
and related a harrowing history. Tho hua- 
band had been out of work for just about 
four montha, although no stone hud boon 
left unturned in the search for something 
that would put a loaf on the table. There 
woro two children to provido bread for, and 
very often thoy had to go hungry, Tho 
poor woman besought Mrs. Howell to let 
her have tho family washing, which she 
offered to do at the Bamo rates aa the China- 
men. Mr. Howell remarked that a thor- 
oughly able exposition of tho causo 
of the trouble was mudo in 
an editorial in the COLONIST tho nthpr d n y, 
where tho writer dealt forcibly and iutclli 
gently with the Bubjoet. He thoroughly 
agreed with tho writer that tho only remedy 
was to get tho people back on the la id 
whence they came, but ho held that aa the 
land is held at present this is not possible. 
Moat trades aro feoling the weight of the 
depression, principally the carpenters, who 
are tho chief complainera. Brickluyers aro 
also practically idlo aa a body. The only 
work in their trade going on now ia aomo of 
tho surface drain contract and a few houses. 

Mr. J no. "Fraser," president of tho Trades 
and Labor Council, ia more hopeful, and 
speuka of the depreaaion as the "recent" 
trouble, which ho attributes to a number of 
sources. Tho cloeo proximity of this pluco 
to tho StatcB inukes any ohango on the 
othor aido ho felt ulmoat aimultaneoualy here, 
Ab to the actual btuto of the local market, 
ho hud heard atones of want existing in 
Victoria, tho tmth of which he had 
every rouaon to believe. It was a fact that 
a grout number of families had gono away 
through tho dearth of employment, beoauie 
some of the trades unions that in good times 
hud a larqo membership, havo now buroly 
sufficient to hold their charters; some of tho 
unions could not even hold their meetings. 
In hia own business, that of tailoring, there 
are not moro that half as many people em- 
ployed aa found work some two or three 
years ago. Bricklayers, carpenters and 
other building trades had suffered very 
much, although with the construction of tho 
Provincial und tho Dominion Government 
buildings projected thoro waa a prospect of 
a rovival of buainoaa in thoso branches. In 
othor lines, too, ho noticod indications of 
bettor times, although thoy might bo alow 
in coming, but tho groat romody was tho 
getting back of tho people on to tho land, 
und the working ot tho land by tho peoplo 
for the peoplo.

MILD CRITICISM. 

The comments of tho Opposition paperB 
on tho Governor's speech havo ull tho ap- 
pearance of being little moro than porfuue- 
tory. They, wo presume, considered that it 
would not do to say nothing at ull about the 
Speech, so they havo contrived to say some- 
thing that is as near nothing as it can well 
be. They havo no fault to find with tho 
Government's programme. Tho policy which 
it foreshadows is ovidently in thoir opinion 
what the Province needs. Thoy havo no 
suggestions to make. Wo conclude from 
this that there is no subject requiring atten- 
tion which in the opinion of the Opposition 
press tho Government havo not considered. 
This is very satisfactory, and wo hope that 
it is an indication that tho Oppo- 
sition journals whon criticising tho actions, 
done or contemplated, by the Government, 
are going to turn ovor a now loaf. Thoy 
have certainly found that tho policy of carp- 
ing and quibbling and irrational fault-find- 
ing haB not boon productive of results that 
are at all encouraging, and profiting by their 
experience they may havo reaolved to try 
what the effect of moderation, candor and 
fairness will ho. If they have mado up 
their minds to comment upon tho acts of 
the Government fairly and not to find fault 
unless and until there are grounds for 
fault-finding, they will, we venture to 
predict, find their criticisms much more 
effective than they have been hitherto. And, 
besides being tho most effective way of deal- 
ing with the Government from thoir own 
point of view, it will bo in every respect the 
pleasantest. 

The old country-debating-society style 
of criticism in which it was thought essen- 
tial to pitch into the "last speaker " to bo- 
little him, and to attribute to him tho worst 
motives imaginable, is, wo are pleased to see, 
fast going out of fashion in tho journalism of 
this Dominion. The critics having found 
that it is as foolish as it is futile to attempt 
to raiao themsolvcs in the esteem of tho pub- 
lic by traducing their rivals and opponents, 
havo adopted more reasonable as well as 
moro courteous methods. The consequences 
are that the work of tho nowspapors is 
much better done than it used to be, and 
thut the journalistic profession ia in a high 
er and in every way a bettor position. 

\Yo trust that tho temperate critioisms of 
the Opposition newspapers on tho Speech 
from the Throne, is a now departure in tho 
journalism of tho proviuco and that British 
Columbia newspapers, iu so far as tho dis 
cussion of political subjects and public mon 
is coucornod, will bo modols to those of tho 
other provinces of tho Dominion. 

THE RISE OF AN ARC BY. 

Karl Blind, in the January number of the 
Contemporary Review, discourses on the 
"Riso and Dovolopment of Anarchism." It 
must bo confessed that ho does not throw a 
great deal of light on tho subjoct. He says 
very little indeed about tho principles — if 
thoy can bo called principles— and tho ob- 
jects — if they havo an object — of the 
anarohistB. Ho does not go back further 
than 1818. Anarchy mado its appoaranco 
in that ovoutful year, "tho traces of that 
Mophistopholian and ultra-possimistio An- 
archism being thon but faintly visiblo." 
Since thon anarchy haa made considerable 
progrosB, and much more than "traooB" 
of it can bo found in many 
countries. Its apostloa have boon 
chiefly Germane, Fronchmon and Russians. 
According to Blind, Proudhon had much to 
do with teaching tho dootrinos which havo 
mado mon anarchists, bub its chief apoBtlo 
was a Russian, Michael Bakunin. This man 
had a restless spirit and a mind of pornicious 
notlvity. Ho travollod all ovor tho world, 
and whorovor ho went ho mado disciples. 
Hero is how Dr. Franz Moloing doBcribod 
this arch anarcbiat : 

At tho head of tho opposition Btood Baku- 
nin. This half or wholly crazy fanoy- 
mongor— whom Marx and his associates used 
to charge with boing a PanslaviBt Bpy of ths 
Russian Government— did not think that 
ho should waste hie timo with u ditlicult 



criticism of Stato and sooioty. He Bimply 
advocated Anarchy as the right thing in 
itself; the abolition of all classes of 
all authorities, of all States, of all patriot- 
ism, of all nationality, of all inequality 
down to tho difference botwoon man and 
woman. According to him both sexes were 
to wear olosnly croppod hair and wido gar- 
ments, hats of tho aame shape and blue 
spectacles, bo that oven outwardly all dis- 
tinctions should disappear. 

" Bestiality " is the only word that can at 
a'.i adequately doscribo tho system of this 
mad RussiaD, and oven that would not bo 
sufficiently significoat, for ho would, if ho 
had his way, dogrado the human raco below 
a hord of wild boasts. Yot this man 
whorover ho wout mado converts. Johonn 
Moat, who is not unknown on this conti- 
nent, was ono of Bakunin'a disciples. 

1 Bakunin," tho reviewer says, " de- 
clared that iu order to bring about tho aboli- 
tion of all Stato formations and Govern- 
ments, which wero to be superseded by 
small groups of independent workers, it 
would bo necessary to ' unloose all the pas- 
sions now called evil, and to destroy what 
is by tho samo claBS of apoakors called pub- 
lic order.' No wonder u deranged disciple 
of Bakunin like Johann Most drew hia own 
pretty conclusions from such doctrines." 
Ono anarchist thought it would not bo 
necessary to kill moro than tho twentieth 
part of tho German population — about two 
millions — iu order to make room for hia 
free groups, and another boldly declared his 
principles by publishing a periodical whoao 
title wua literally " Up with Bestiality." 

Somo of the teachers of anarchy havo 
been men of education and intelligence who 
endeavored to hido tho hideousneas of their 
toaohings under ambiguous phrases which 
to ths superficial reader would appear pro- 
foundly philosophic. A Progrossiat Berlin 
paper thus doacribea this tribe of Western 
Thugs : 

" Anarchism has not tho object of effect- 
ing roforms. Nor ia it to bo characterized 
as a revolutionary movement. It is mere 
bestiality, which covers itself with sounding 
phraBes. The scum of mon, to whom too 
much honor would bo dono by describing 
them aa a party, may throw bombs in order 
to mr.im and to destroy peoplo whom tho 
criminal miscreant haa nover Been or 
known. Against such persons tliero is no 
choice but botvvcon the penitentiary and tho 
lunatic asylum." 

Thoso mon, who aro to be classed as either 
lunatics or oriminalB, are creating trouble in 
Italy, Spain, Franco and other parts of 
Europe. They are, as haa been aeon, tho 
enomiea of Society. They aro bound by no 
lawa, noither ia their conduct govornod by 
liny principles of honor. Thoy are cruelty 
incarnate. It is no wonder that an inter- 
national movement has been set on foot to 
put them down and to keep them down. 
Tho moro that is known of thorn, their 
practices and their teachings, tho moro hato- 
ful and the moro dangerous do thoy appear. 



THE O WNERSHIP OF LETTERS. 

Who is the ownor of a letter — tho porson 
who wrote it, or tho peraon who received 
it 1 This is a question thut oamo up for de- 
cision in an English court of law a short 
timo ago beforo Mr. Justico Hawkins. A 
titled lady had wii'ten a number of lottery 
to her lover. She changed her mind, as 
ladies sometimes do, and married another 
man. Aftor her marriago Bho requested her 
old lover to givo her back her lottors. Ho, 
liko tho cad that he was, rofusod to roturn 
them. Sho thon tried to recover thorn at 
law. But bIio lost her Buit. Mr. Juatico 
Hawkins decided that the lettors wore tho 
property of tho man to whom they wero 
aent. 

Tho decision was a common Benso one, 
and it was, no doubt, according to law. 
Lotters aent to a friend or to a business 
man aro not like articles sent to a publishor, 
for which tho writers expected to bo paid, 
and to which as the work of their brain thoy 
have a right, if they aro not published or 
paid for. A business letter, or a letter Bent 
to a friend or lover is written for hi. 
bonefit and without tho expectation of pay 
ment. Such lottors, after they pasa out of 
the writer's possession, aro evidently tho 
property of tho porsons to whom they aro 
addrosaed, and they can claim thorn, no 
matter into whose hands they may full. Of 
courso to every manly man a lady's love 
lotter is sacred. Ho would scorn to keep it 
for ono moment ufter ho know either that 
Bho wanted it buck uguin, or wua sorry that 
sho hud written it. But hia giving up such 
lottera ia a mutter of honor and feolingi 
not one of law. It can be ouaily understood 
that if lotters wero recoverublo by 
tho writers, persons who had made 
admissions on imporlant BubjeotB which 
thoy might afterwards find it convenient to 
deny, might- compel their roturn and thus 
indict wrong and loss on tho receiver or 
somo third party. Letters are somotimes 
very Btrong evidence in other than breach 
of promise cuaos, uud it would never do if 
the writera of them could suppress them 
whenever it wus their interest ho to do. Mr. 
JuBtico Hawkins' decision ia an import- 
unt one, and tho writers of compromising 
letters would do well ufter thiB to remombor 
that after they havo mailed a lotter, it is not 
in any sense their property. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Wo aro glad to seo that Grip has como to 
lite again. Tho second number of the now 
aoriea was received yesterday, and it ia wel- 
oomo. Tho illustrations are capital, and tho 
humor, both of tho cartoon and letterpress, 
bright and wholesomo. Grip can teach as 
well aB amuBO, and it ia pleasant once more 
to havo a comio paper worthy of tho Do- 
minion. 



HEAR THE OTHER SIDE. 

A good deal has been said, officially and 
otherwise, to the prejudice of Dr. Bernar- 
do's boys. The Inspector of Penitentiaries 
said somo very hard things about boy immi- 
grants, and tho Brandon Grand Jury, in one 
of ita presentments, gavo expression to 
opinions about them which were not war- 
ranted by tho facta. It iB commonly believ- 
ed that tho lada are tho children of vicious 
parents and that they havo inhoritcd ten- 
dencies which are not calculated to muko 
them good citizenB. Naturally Dr. Barnardo 
iB indignant at what he believes to 
be tho misrepresentations about the 
hoys which have been circulated in 
Canada. Ho considers that great injustice 
haa been done to the lada whom ho haa 
trained and Bent to tho Northwest. He 
complains that tho nowapapora publish what 
haa been written to their prejudice while 
thoy have said nothing about what haa ap- 
peared in their favor. He has written to 
English newapapera to provo that much 
that has beon said about tho boys is alto- 
gether false, and that most of tho accusa- 
tions preferred against them are complotoly 
groundless : 

With regard to Manitoba, ho sayB, 
" tho case stands thus. If wo send out, suy, 
1,500 truined lada, of theso not lesa thun 
1,180 do 4 very well,' and 'fairly well.' 
That important fuct iB, however, ontiroly 
ignorod by tho labor party and tho preaa, 
though by sending these 1.4S0 lads out 
at the Bole coat of benevolent people in 
this country, wo havo conferred un in- 
culcuiublo benefit upon tho Northwest. 
But tho twenty ' failures,' or comparative 
failures, remain. Theso wo classify as 
'middling,' 'bad,' and 'very bid.' Say 
thoro aro eight or ton, or, at tho moat, a 
dozen, in tho luBt named section ; these 
perhaps como beforo tho public, and a heod- 
Iosb projudice, together with a partial doairo 
tn propitiate tho all-powerful proletariat, 
cauaoa Bomo jury (whether common or 
grand), or somo other public body, or some 
journalist hard up for political ' copy,' to 
see in them fair' representatives of tho 
whole. Hence tho jurors' presentment or 
tho journalist's louder. There may oven be 
somo other forces at work, such us anti- 
religious feeling on tho purt of some, which 
tonds to bring into bad and undesorved 
eminence any reputed failure that may have 
occurrod." 

Tho boya Bhould havo fair play. If they 
aro not desirable immigrants it oun easily bo 
Bhown what is wrong about them. If not 
moro than 1J por cont. of them prove to bo 
"failures," they can hardly bo said to bo a 
vory bad class of immigrants. Wo aro very 
much afraid that if un acoount wero kopt of 
tho way in which 1,500 boys of any class 
turn out, it would bo a matter of agreoablo 
surprise if only twonty of thorn proved to bo 
"failures" or comparative fuiluros. From 
our oxperionoo of boya wo should say thut if 
Dr. Barnardo'a figuroa aro corroct his boya 
aro, on the whole, quito aB good aa the aver- 
age Of courao a good doal doponda upon 
what is mount by failures. If idlonoss and in- 
tomporanoo, as woll aa what ia generally 
regardod as "crime," aro looked upon aB 
oausea of " failure," thore ia vory little 
ground for any prejudice against Dr. Bar- 
nardo'a boya.

hall, Broad street. 

Tmc sheriff's sale of tho furnishings of 
William Jordan's steam bakery at Victoria 
West, advertised to tako place on Tuesday, 
has been postponed until further notice. 

Complaint has been made to tho police 
that numbers of public school pupils are in 
tho habit of smoking cigarottes on their way 
to and from school, and also during tlio 
lunch hour and recess. Tho local law in 
this respect will bo rigorously enforcod. 

Rev. W. W. Hammond, tho reported 
seven-times biginiist, who mado Victoria 
hia homo during the greator part of last 
Bummer, and with sovoral of whoso wives 
Chief SlieppArd was in communication with 
a view to a prosecution, has turned up again 
in Juneau, Alaska, where he is preaching 
and practising medicine. Tho roaidentB of 
tho Northern city are anxiouB to secure 
his departure, and have written for his re- 
cord. 

Tuesday evening the Single Tax elub will 
hold their inaugural meeting in their new 
hall, which has been comfortably furnishod 
and fitted up in tho Salmon block. It is the 
intention to have a library and all tho load- 
ing papers, and everything will bo done to 
make the place the town home of Single 
Tax men here. It is understood that one of 
tho items of business at next Tuesday's 
meeting will bo the nomination of a candi- 
date to run in the next Provincial election 
on tho Single Tax principle. 

The officers of the B.C.G.A. met yester- 
day afternoon co complete arrangements for 
tho affair at tho new drill hall on Wednes- 
day oveniDg next, when His Honor tho 
Lieutonant-ljovornor will bo present and 
formally declare thn hall open. The 
artillery will parado to form a guard of 
honor, and the band will play a choice selec- 
tion of music for the promenade concert 
which will be tho feature of the evening. 
It is expected that there will bo a large at- 
tendance of tho friends of tho corps. 

Included in the freight from Union by 
the Joan yesterday were some magnificent 
samples of coal recently mined in tho No. 4 
slope. Tho main block was formed in tho 
Bhape of a tray ;Ux4A feot, with a centre 
column ,'i feet 9 inches in height. Around 
the column will be placed small, neatly 
chiseled blocks of coal, tho whole being in 
the form of u pyramid. The destination of 
tho exhibit is the Midwinter Pair at San 
Pranciaco, where tho Union coal is fully ex- 
pected to take tho first medal and diploma, 
as did tho Company's exhibit at the Cen- 
tennial Exposition at Philadelphia, and later 
at the World's Fair, Chicago.

OWING to energotio action on the part of 
the police the great majority of tho robberies 
committed in this city during tho past three 
months have been promptly brought homo 
to tho offenders. John Savillo, who broke 
into tho premisoa of tho Misses Bcauchamp 
on Port street on Thursday evening was 
triod summarily in the Polico court yester- 
day, found guilty and sentenced to threo. 
months' imprisonment at hard labor. His 
only excuse was that ho had been drinking 
and did not roalize what ho was doing. 
■Charles Edwards, who waa arrested at 
Seville's cabin, demonstrated conclusively 
that ho had no knowledgo of tho crime and 
was dismissed. Ho waa brought into tho 
case unfortunately through tho fact of hia 
■being 'Saville'a cabin mate. 

As will bo seen by advertisement olso- 
whero in this issuo tho First Presbytorian 
church choir, under Mr. J. G. Brown's 
leadership, have arranged to celebrate 
Burns' unnivereary on Tuesday evoning of 
this week, with u grand concert in tho church 
hall on Blanchard street. Quito an array of 
Scottinh vocalists, instrumentalists and elo- 
cutionists has boon secured for tho occa- 
sion. Included are Mrs. McCandless and 
Miss Jameson, who aro avowedly among 
Victoria's beet sopranos, and who, in Scot- 
tish muaic, aro superior to many profes- 
sionals. Mrs. J. Duff Stuart, as a violinist, 
has moro than a Provincial reputation, and 
hor playing of Scotch airs has yot to be sur- 
passed in Victoria. Possessed of a fine con- 
tralto voice, sho is alao ablo to hold a high 
place among singers. Rov, Mr. Chisholm, 
although comparatively a now comer, has 
already made liimBolf popular in Scotch ro- 
citations, or moro properly spoaking, "ohar.- 
aotcr sketches." Mr. Kinnaird (tonor) 
ueeds no recommendation in Victoria, Mr. 
G. P. Watson has always boon weloomo upon 
programmes of Scottish music, and lastly 
Mr. J. G. Brown, whoae interpretations of 
Scottish songs havo been most acceptably 
received, not alone on tho Pacific Coast, but 
Kastwuid as far us Port Arthur. Tho pro- 



gramme for Tuesday is an exceedingly well 
arranged one, and tho attendance will no 
doubt bo largo.

"In confirming tho telegram of the 7th inst. , 
announcing that Her Majesty's Government 
had agreed with Russia for tho renewal of 
the modus vivendi, in the matter of the 
Behring Sea seal fishery, I am to state that 
this applies wholly to tho provisional agree- 
ment entered into with Russia in 189,'l, for 
protective zones of 30 milea around tho Rus- 
sian Beal islands, and 10 miles around Rus- 
sian shores.'' 

An excellent wall map of British North 
America and the northern half of tho 
United States has just been iaauod by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, cover- 
ing its immenso system and connections, in- 
cluding tho lines nf tho Minneapolis, St. 
Paul k Sault Ste. Mario and Duluth, South 
Shore k Atlantic railways. It is one of tho 
most completo maps over issued by a rail- 
way company, and is geographically ac- 
curate. As a work of art it is alike crodit- 
able to tho publishors and company. It is 
printed in five colors. Every station on tho 
road is shown, besides tho steamship routes 
on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. Tho 
map would ornament any oliice, and aa a 
referenco it invaluable.

A LUCKY DROP GOAL 



Wins for the Nanaimo Hornets— Tho 
Football Champion- 
ship. 



Other Sporting: Events of Yesterday 
—A Broken Leg 1 at West- 
minster. 



" Four points to threo in favor of Nan- 
aimo." Such was tho result of tho inter- 
city match yosterday at Beaoon Hill, 
between Viotoria and Nanaimo, and an ex- 
citing gamo at that too. From sta;:t to 
finish the interest of tho spectators waa 
kept at fever boat, and not till time was 
called did their oxcitomont for ono moment 
lag. By a stroke of good luck in sooring a 
drop goal, tho Coal City boys came out on 
top, although it cannot bo said thoy did not 
desorvo it. On tho other hand, tho local 
team, in thoir now crimaon jeraeya played a 
magnifieont camo, tho best, without doubt, 
they have piayod this seaBon, and it was 
chiefly through thoir opponents good for- 
tune that thoy were vanquished. Mr. Bil- 
linghurat, tho roforeo, also deserves mention 
for tho impartiality of hia rulings, which 
added materially to tho enjoyment of the 
game. The following ia a brief account of 
tho match. 

First Half. 
Victoria having won tho toss, Capt. Jones 
elected to kick with tho light wind and tho 
sun bohind their backB. The gamo was 
commenced at about 8:20 p.m., Capt. Listor 
kicking off for Nanaimo. CroaBo returned 
at tho 35-yard lino.

Hero some 
good play by Bamford and Neons took tho 
oval to Victoria's .'10 yard line, but Smith 
seoured the ball and sent it to Ilaines, who 
passed to FoulkeB, tho latter player making 
a fine run and being thrown into touch 10 
yarda from tho line. The Victoria forwards 
lined up quickly and from tho throw in 
Sidey secured tho leather and dashed over 
tho lino at tho corner post, with two Nanai- 
mo men on hia back, amid vociferous cheer- 
ing. Warden made a very good attompt at 
goal ; Bamford kicked out, and Smith re- 
turned. Play hovered round the centro un- 
til tho Nanaimo forwards, broaking through 
tho scrum, headed by Dullio, Thompson and 
Hilton, mado a grand dribblo to V ictoria's 
25, whore Petticrew relieved by a well 
direoted kick. Gibson, Langley and Fraser 
made a grand rush down field with the ball 
at their feet, but Reilly was on hand. 
Crease and Haines made a couplo of dodgy 
runs, and tho play resolved itself to 
tho centre. Barker, Cheatwood and 
Lister assisted with a clever dribblo, 
but Smith kicked well down tho 
field. Jones, Fraser and Hibben came 
along nicely with tho ball at thoir feet. 
Dixon and Bamford relieved with well 
judged kicks. Prom a throw in at Victoria's 
85 Cheatwood got off and was well on his 
way to tho goal line, when he was effectively 
stopped by Jonos. Hero Nanaimo worked 
the leather over tho line, and Petticrew 
forced down. ScrumB now became ram- 
pant, and nothing special was noticed except 
a good run by Crease and tho splondid work 
of the halves, Smith, Ward and Neens. 
Nanaimo now began to look dangerous 
again, tho ball being within 15 yards of tho 
goal lino. Tho ovul camo out of a scrum to 
WebBtor, who quickly placed it over the bar 
for Nanaimo. Half time waB called imme- 
diately alter. Score : Nanaimo, 4 ; Vic- 
toria, 3. 

Second Half. 

Warden kicked off for Victoria and 
Dixon returned. An off aide gave Foulkes 
a freo kick, and ho Bent the ball into touoh-in 
Nanaimo's 25. Victoria looked like scoring, 
Reilly boing held (3 yards) from Nanaimo's 
line by Haines, before ho could secure his 
kick, Nanaimo aaaiated by Barker, Ed- 
monds and J. NeenB rushed tho ball baok to 
Victoria's 25. Ward sent it down to tho 
half way post. Foulkes mado a good run 
and Smith two splendid acrow kicks. 
Webster returned the leather to the centro, 
and Petticrew punted to Nanaimo's 25 
Webster relieved hia side and Langley mado 
a good run. Jones, assisted with a 20 
yard's dribble, with Gibson and Sullivan in 
the van. The play was now in Victoria 
territory, and a splendid rush from 
Ward, Fraser, Wollatton and Langloy 
took the ball out of danger. It 
came back again, however, with 
Thompson, Woodburn and Cheatwood in 
another rush. Sidey secured it, mado a 
clever run and passed to Ward, who wus 
effectively collared by Bamford. Nanaimo 
worked tho ball back to the Victoria (if teen- 
yard lino, and hero began tho struggle of the 
c'.-.y. For ten minutes did tho ball remain 
in that territory, neither side being able to 
budge it threo yards. Once Foulkes got it 
from a throw in and forced down, but tho 
roferco would not allow it, and ordered u 
scrum in tho original spot. Not until Gib- 
son, broaking through tho scrum with tho 
ball at his feet, followed by Smith, Ward, 
Wollaston and others, did tho local team's 
admirers breathe a sigh of reliof. Reilly 
stopped tho rush at the fifty yards poat. 
Tho last ton minutes of tho second half con- 
sisted principally of scrums, and time was 
called with play in neutral territory. 

Vancouver's match. 
New Westminster, Jan. 20 —(Special.)— 
Tho Rugby football match, WoBtminBtor vs. 
Vancouver to day, was played in glorious 
weather and on a porfect ground. Tho 
teams wore very evenly matched uniii Eng- 
lish, of Westminster, had his anklo broken, 
when the homo team was obliged to play ono 
man short, and the visitors had a slight ad- 
vantage. Aftor a capital exhibition of tho 
good old gamo Vancouvor won by ono goal 
and a try to ono goal.

Yesterday afternoon, at Beacon Hill, tho 
College mot and defeated an eleven of the 
Victoria Association Football club. Tho 
ground was in a vory bad condition aftor the 
frost, but a very oven and enjoyable gamo 
ro9ultod.

THE DIG BONSPEIL. 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 20.— Tho contest 
for tho Jobbers' Union tuukard, the big 
trophy of tho honspiol of tho Northwest 
Curling Association, has narrowed down to 
eight rtnkB, throe from Winnipeg, two from 
Mordon, Man., two from St. Paul, and one 
from Cabria, Wis.

YACHTING. 

Quehec, Jan. 20. — An important decision 
to yachtsmen was rendered by Judge Irvine 
in tho vice-admiralty court yesterday, in 
the caeo of Ray v. Landry, arising out of a 
collision between tho yachts Rarnadotto, 
owned by Senator Landry, and tho yacht 
Muriel, owned by Wulter Ray, both of tho 
Quebec yacht club, during tho raco for tho 
Ritohio-Gilmour cup, in July, 1893. His 
honor held that although the liernadotte 
was in tho wrong in running into tho 
Muriel, tho latter was alao acting against 
tho rules of tho club by being in tho raeo at 
all. Sho had a professional crew on board 
at tho time, while the race wus for amateurs. 
Both vessels wero therefore declared to be 
in fault, and tho damages and coala ordored 
to bo uaaesaed aud divided between them. 



THE SCHOONER "MINNIE." 

Opening of Proceedings In the Suit for tho 
Condemnation of This Well Known 
Victoria Sealer. 

The caBo of tho Crown againat tho ship 
Minnie, an action for tho condemnation of 
Captain Victor Jacobson's well-known seal- 
ing schoonor for violation of tho Anglo- 
Russian prohibitive zone agreement, was 
commenced yesterday in tho Admiralty 
court before Mr. JuBtico Crease, acting 
judge in Admiralty. Hon. C. E. 
L'ooley, Q. C. , uppeared for tho Crown ; 
Mr. A. L. Eelyoa for tho dofenco. When 
the court adjourned till Monday morning at 
10 o'clock the Crown case had just been 
closed, and on Monday tho dofenco will bo 
begun. Hon. Mr. Pooley, in opening, read 
tho statement of claim and statement of do- 
fence, showing what denials and admissions 
had been mado. Tho dofondant admitted 
having been soizod by the Russian trans- 
port ship Yackout, on July 17, 1893, but 
donied that tho Minnie had beon within 
twenty-two miles of tho Copper Islands, as 
claimed, alleging that according to her 
reckoning sho was at least fifty miles from 
shore. There was also a denial ub to tho 
number of Boalskins on board, tho defence 
admitting only ono, and alleging that at tho 
time of the seizure tho Russian 
officera were asked to make an 
inapection lor themaolvea, which they 
declined to do. It was also claimed in 
defence that tho Minnie was not ordered to 
Yokohama, as alleged, but that the RussianB 
merely proposed that sho leave the waters 
sho was in and go to Yokohama. Collector 
of Customs Milno was Called for tho Crown 
to prove tho register of tho ship and her 
time of sailing from tho port of Victoria. 
Captain Clive Phillips Woolley, who was 
called aB an interpreter of tho Russian pro- 
tocol, produced a " passed " certificate, 
showing him to be an official interpreter for 
tho Royal Navy. Hia translation of tho 
protocol waa remarked upon by Mr. Belyeu 
and by the Court as an excellent ono, but in 
ono or two places there wero Russian wordB 
uaed which had a variety of shades of mean- 
ing. Tho Russian word translated " order- 
ed " was shown by the log of tho Minnie to 
have been tracBlated by tho Russian officers 
themselves as proposed, and Captain Wool- 
ley also Buggeated " recommendod " 
aa a good meaning. The protocol was 
then put in evidonco, subject to an 
objection raiaod by Mr. Belyea and 
Btrongly argued by him that it wa8 not such 
a document as should bo admitted in com- 
pliance with tho "North Pacific (Bohring 
Soa) Act, 1893," and tho Order-in-Council 
based thereon, by roaaon of ita not showing 
either in the signature or in tho body that 
it was signed by the officer commanding tho 
particular warship which mado tho aeizuro, 
aa ia rci|uirod by tho statute in order to 
make it prima facie ovidonce and throw tho 
onus probandi on tho defendant. The pro- 
tocol was, however, admitted in evidence, 
tho objection boing formally noted. Capt. 
Harry Francis Hughea-Hallett, of H.M.S. 
Garnot, was called to prove a chart showing 
that if tho Minnie woro in tho latitudo and 
longitudo laid down in tho protocol she 
would be twenty-two miles from land, and 
thus within tho thirty milo limit. Cross- 
examined by Mr. Belyea, Capt. Hallett 
stated that ho had taken North with him on 
the Garnet a number of official lottora from 
tho Collector of Customs at tho port of Vio- 
toria, directed to the various soaling schoon- 
ers. Theso letterB, which contained notico 
of tho treaty, ho had given to Capt. Biasott, 
of the schooner Annie E. Paint, by whom 
ho hud afterwards been informed that tho 
Minnio's notice had not been delivered, but 
wbb returned to the Post Office at Victoria. 
Tho Court will Bit again ut 10 a.m. on Mon- 
day. 

An Loi, Ah Koo, Ah Chung and Chung 
Wah wero in tho City Police court yester- 
day morning charged with violating the 
Health by-law by overcrowding their sleep- 
ing premises. Chung Wah eacapod on an 
insufficiency of ovidonco; each of tho othors 
was conviotod and fined §12, with SG costs, 
or an alternative of 6ix months' imprison- 
ment.

BY-LAW. 

To expropriate certain real property for tho 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, being a publio 
street Bituato within the City of Victoria. 

THE Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to oxpropriato and tho 
said Corporation 1 oroby expropriates, for tho 
purposo of divorting and improving a portion 
of OakBa/Avonuobolngnpublic streetBituato 
within tho City of Victoria, all that piece or 
parcel of land being part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of Btib-lot 1, Fornwood Estate, Section 
75. Victoria District, which said pieco or parcel 
of land is more particularly described as fol- 
lows : 

Commencing nt tho south-east corner of lot 2 
of said aub-dlvlaion ; thenco southerly ncross 
lot 31 on a production of tho lino between lots 2 
and 3, forty feet, moroor loss, to tho north lino 
of Oak Bay Avonuo ; Ihcnco westerly along tho 
north lino of Oak Bay Avonuo fifty-three feot, 
moro orlcBS, to tho aouth-west corner of said lot 
2; thenco norlh onstorly along the lino botwoon 
lots 2 and 31, twenty-nine foot, moro or loss, to 
tho placo of beginning, and containing by ad- 
measurement flvo hundred and flfty-sixsquaro 
feot moro or less.

KARLY everybody goes 
out of London to tlieir 
own or some one else's 
country seat for Christ- 
mas, and they prolong 
their stay well into Janu- 
ary, and often beyond 
it, and really they do 
know how to enjoy their 
holiday. It is not like 
the decorous family dinner with a few 
chosen friends, but it is a general jollifi- 
cation, where old and young join and 
laugh, dance and play boisterous games. 
There are few Christinas tree3, for the 
English have not taken kindly to the 
German idea, but that does not mean that 
people do not enjoy themselves quite as 
well and get just as many pretty pres- 
ents. At a Christmas celebration in 
Merrio England you may see an earl or a 
duke down on his hands and knees 
making sport for the children, or a 
countess witli her oyes blinded and her 
arms outstretched to catch whoever 
comes within reach. 

After the holidays aro over the wed- 
dings begin, and the bustle and delight of 
preparation for this most important cere- 
mony is even greater than that for the 
holidays, for an English wedding has 
somehow a new element in it. There aro 
several bridesmaids, nearly all sisters of 
bride or groom, and littlo brothers who 
look wonderfully pretty as ushers, and 
thero is the best man, nearly always in 
lovo with the biggest bridesmaids. Then 
thero are the grandmothers, dear old 
souls who take as much interest in the 
wholo affair as if they were to bo tho 
brides themselves. Thero is nono of that 
shrinking and almost hateful pretense 
of retirement that our families affect. 
Here every ouo has something to do or 
eay to enhance tho glory and grace of 
tho important day, even to the servants 
and villagers, for all these great homes 
are near villages. 

Somo few liavo their gowns sent from 
Paris, but more from Loudon, and they 
aro always dainty and endowed with 
that delicate glamour that belongs to a 
wedding dress. Tho one I liavo in my 
mind at' the moment was worn at tho 
country seat of a certain noble English 
family day beforo yesterday, and tho 
bride looked like a white lily as sho stood 
to let us all admiro her. Her gown was 
plain white faille, cut with a simplicity 
most admirable. Thero was quito a long 
train. In front were three tulle flounces

held by small bunches of orange buds. 
The sleeves wero double puffs and tho 
front portion reached to tho wrists and 
wero covered with long whito mosque- 
taire gloves, which reached to tho elbow. 

Around tho waist was a sort of belt of 
several thicknesses of tulle, fastened 
with a bunch of orange buds sent from 
the south of Spain. Thero was a full 
vest front of tulle, over silk and brotelles 
of silk cut in scallops and bordered with 
white silk buttonholing. At tho neck 
and shoulders wore threo other small 
clusters of buds and two others iu tho 
hair, over which tho light tullo veil was 
thrown. It would bo difficult to fancy 
a daintier picture as sho stood there, or 
than sho afterward mado in the dim old 
church against tho background of the 
old carved wood in tho altar. Sho was 
a point of light and beauty. 

Her own littlo sister was her brides- 
maid, and sho wore a whito dotted laco 
frock over a slip of baby blue silk. Thero 
wero five rows of white laco insertion 
around the skirt. Tho waist was a plain 
surplice, with a row of insertion, tho 
sleeves were double puffs, and around 
the waist, on tho sleeves and shoulders 
wero small blue upstanding bows. Tho 
hat of whito felt was trimmed with baby 
blue satin bows, Alsatian stylo. The 
mother wore a royal purple velvet gown 
made with a princess front and a wat- 
teau hack. Tho train was quito long, 
but not trimmed at all, tho material be- 
ing so rich that trimming would havo 
detracted from it. Tho sloeves wero 
mado in two puffs, a fancy, by tho way, 
usually preferred hero to tho graceless 
gigot. Thero woro lilac gloves that 
reached tho elbows, and a small toquo 
bonnet of lilac volvet, whito roses and 
two aigrets. 

An aunt who was a dowagor, mar- 
chioness was thero . and woro a gray sat- 
in brocade nearly covered with exquis- 
ite black lace, fastened up in different 
places under small pins made of rubies 
and diamonds. They, wero all exactly 
alike. It was e morning wedding, and 
in consequence all tho ladies woro high 



dresses. Another handsome dress was 
that of a young American lady who has 
recently married into tho ranks of Brit- 
ish nobility, and sho had an amber peau 
do soio dress, with tho sleeves of elegant 
black laco over tho satin. The bertha 
was woven expressly for that purpose, 
and there was a shawl drapery in front 
of tho same pattern of laco and a bow 
and two long ends in tho back falling 
over tho demitrains of tho same beauti- 
ful lace. Her bonnet was mado of a 
littlo scrap of amber velvet and trimmed 
with pink roses and jet. 

Tho grandmothers in this country do 
not generally dress with the samo fine 
taste that characterizes tho dressing of 
our own dear old ladies. They will 
wear low necked dresses long after tho 
time for Sttch a display has any raison 
d'etre. True they thereby show off the 
family jewels. And they wear fearful- 
ly ugly caps and nothing on earth would 
cause ono to leavo oil those hideous 
things in favor of our dainty bits of lace 
and ribbon, crepo lisso and tiny blos- 
soms. 

To return to our young English ladies. 
It is truo that their tailor gowns are rigid 
and beyond measure formal, but how 
they fit! It is as if thero was somo now 
fashioned loom that wovo tho goods 
around the slender waists of tho wear- 
ers, for detect a seam you cannot. The 
tailor gowns of this winter aro more 
often seen in black than in colors, and 
they aro usually of a very heavy quality 
of broadcloth or melton. They also 
wear Priestley cheviot in diagonal wide 
wales. Ono very elegant redingoto for a 
young lady had tho wai.-t cut to tit very 
closely and with deep flat collar and 
pointed rovers. Tho front was double 
breasted and fastened with threo bone 
buttons. The skirt to this garment was 
open both front and bade, like a man's 
coat, and was cut half umbrella shape. 
The sleeves wero gigot. Tin; redingoto 
was lined with black satin to tho waist. 
Tho wholo garment fitted like a glove, 
and from neck to feet there was not 
a wrinkle, naturally, except those in the 
gigot sleeves. 

A lady camo to visit and wore a mantle 
of such beauty that I must describe it. 
Tho garment was shaped like a bag, as 
far as the under portion went, which 
was sleeveless and hung straight down 
from the shoulder. It was of sealskin 
plush, and at each lower corner iu front 
was a raised embroidery done in heavy 
saddler's silk of a golden brown color. 
Tho upper portion consisted of a round, 
full capo in the front, but in the back 
tho capo lengthened down to tho knees. 
This was of heavy corded silk in the 
samo shade as the silk embroidery, and 
this capo was bordered with a narrow 
vino in sealskin brown all around in a 
raised pattern fully half an inch high. 
Below this thero was a border of real 
sealskin. The collar was very high and 
flaring and stiffly embroiderod' in the 
samo way. Tho wholo was lined with 
gold colored satin, so that it made a rich 
and very sumptuous garment. With 
this wrap my lady woro a largo poke of 
shaggy beaver in drab, with a mass of 
shaded brown plumes topping over the 
brim in every direction. It was a pic- 
turesque hat. 

An English girl's wardrobe would not 
bo completo without a habit or so. 
Those of this season seem to mo to bo a 
triflo less sovero than they usually are. 
Tho buttons aro often set on doublo 
breasted, and tho sleeves have been 
mado a littlo larger and looser at the 
top, while tho skirts aro long enough to 
quito cover tho foot. English girls do 
not take kindly to tights, but continuo 
to wear tho bulky trousers. The alpine 
hats with ono curling blackcock's plumo 
on the left side aro seen now quite as 
often as tho stiff and unbecoming der- 
by or high hat. Several young ladies 
wear short frieze capes, which aro very 
stylish. Colors for habits aro mostly 
black, dark green, gray and brown. 
Ono rarely sees a Hue one. Blue is the 
walking suit color preferred to all 
others, and tho material is sergo or 
choviot. 

For tho delightful dances at homo or 
at somo neighboring country seat or the 
grand county balls thero is no end to 
dainty now fancies in gowns for the 
young. Tho material best liked for tho 
colored dancing dresses is striped alge- 
rian tissue, all in one color. Thero are 
several choices in fine black nets, some 
embroidered in colors, but most with 
spangles, which aro very effective. Tho 
English do not like tho Loio Fuller 
crapes and think them vulgar, but they 
do like tho now courtauld crapes in col- 
ors.

Fur a Whisk Broom. 

A pieco of soft, plain blue silk and 
somo ribbon to match, about 1 -J inches 
wido, together with gold tinsel cord, aio 
all tho materials needed for this now 
whisk broom holder. Cut out of paste- 
board two heart shaped pieces broad 
enough to hold a whisk broom, cutting 
tho lower ends across straight, as if the 
lower third of tho heart had been left off. 
Cover each on both sides with plain blue 
or whito silesia or cambric, and over- 
hand them together with a few stitches 
down tho curving sides. Fasten a small 




brass ring at tho top to hang it up by, 
Tho ring can bo covered, if it shows, 
with crochet stitches of blue knitting 
silk. Tuko a pieco of the blue silk about 
by 15 inches and hem the sides nar- 
rowly, tho ends with an inch wido horn. 
With the gold tinsel outline an arabesque 
pattern across tho ends and catch or shir 
the silk in tho center, to havo somewhat 
tho appearance of a butterfly how, fast- 
ening it on tho heartshaped holder to 
nearly or quito cover it. Fasten two 
onds of ribbon to tho lower part of the 
holder and lot thorn cross and tio about 
three inches bolow tho silk, to partially 
conceal tho handle.

Steven's Message Before U. S. Senate 
Committee— Denies Ho Promised 
to Laud fooiis. 

San Francisco, Jan. 20. — Privato ad- 
vices received from Honolulu say that tho 
correspondence still continues between 
President Dole and Minister Willis. As to 
tho latter's menacing attitude, Minister 
Willis' last lottor made complaint of tho 
allegation as offensive and disparaging to 
his Government, and demanded specificu 
tionB and evidence. To this tho President 
respondod that there will bo an extended 
statement, reciting all tho ways in which 
tho community and the Government wero 
systematically caused to believe, especially 
after tho arrival of tho Corwin, that tho 
Minister was about to land tho naval forces 
to restore tho Queen. His repoated rofusal 
to say anything to removo Ibis belief in 
creased the uncertainty. President Dole 
recounts tho evils of this distressing stato 
of anxiety and alarm, and injury to busi 
nesB and to the credit and authority of the 
Government. Tho correspondence will pro- 
bably soon he given to tho Honolulu public. 

Tho coming 17th of January is tho tirat 
snniversary of the abolition of tho Hawaiian 
monarchy. Thorn was a strong inovoment 
to have it doclarod a Government holiday, 
which tho planters opposo as interfering 
with their labor in the busy season. The 
militury quartered in the Judiciary building 
ure preparing it for an illumination by Jap 
aneso lanterns. Tho coincidence has been 
discovered that precisely a century ago in 
IT'J.'i Louis XVI. of France was condemned 
to tho guillotine. The Government ultimate 
ly ordered tho 17th to be a holiday. 

Iii un interview yesterday with one of tho 
foromost men in Hawaii, ho said in sub- 
stance, "Tho bulldozing by the United States 
is infamous. It is time for us to assert 
ourselves. Pearl harbor is ours and is the 
great and coveted prize of the Pacific Let 
us give the United States tho required year's 
notice to end the troaty and enter negotia- 
tion with England to loaso Pearl harbor for 
ninety-nine years. If, in the moantimo, tho 
American Government prove disposed to 
meet us resonably, we shall prefer political 
union with thorn, if not, let us go to Eng- 
land and make her tho mistress of tho North 
Pacific. It is time for us to assert our man- 
hood and put an end to this insolence." 

Tho planters have asked the Government 
for permission to introduce a limited num- 
ber of Chineso laborers. The Council voted 
yesterday to grant their requeat. The 
reasons given by the plantors are that fur- 
ther shipments from Japan are likely to be 
postponed until certain questions are 
Bottled between tho two governments, 
and that Japanese alone on largo es- 
tates aro likely to become exacting 
and quarrelsome. During 1894 and 1895 
about 9,000 labor contracts will expire and 
their places need to be supplied. During 
the past week the available cash balance in 
the treasury has increased from $227,995 5-1 
to $278,379 18. This increase was mainly 
due to the receipt of taxes of §36,000, from 
the sales of bonds 55,000, the first bonds 
sold since the Corwin week of terror. 

Walter G. Smith, of the Star, continues 
to be earnestly pushed by the annexation- 
ists to fill tho next vacancy in the advisory 
council. His opponents have scoured a vote 
of tho directors of the Star company, disap- 
proving of htB candidacy, as likely to inter- 
fere with his editorial usefulness. Tho An- 
nexation club is the name of a representa- 
tive body supporting tho Government, and 
its recommendation will carry great weight. 
Smith is personally popular. J. B. Athor- 
ton is put forward by the sugar interests, 
who feel themselves too little represented in 
tho council. Should the now constitution 
soon bo proclaimed, Mr. Smith may prefer 
to run for the new Senato. 

The Bulletin (Royalist) forcibly repre- 
hends the Advertiser and the Star for at- 
tacking Mr. Theo. H. Davies with a quan- 
tity of coarse ridicule and sarcasm on ac- 
co int of an open letter to tho editor of the 
Friend, in which ho censures tho latter for 
maligning him behind his h>ck in the col- 
umns of the New York Independent three 
mouths ago. Mr. Davies betrayed an irri- 
tation not usual with him. By a tono of 
moral superiority ho probibly provokes 
rougher treatment than ho would otherwise 
receive. 

Tho- Advertisor to-day wroto "a good 
word for Mr. Willis" in a strain of covert 
sarcasm on aocount of hie recent course. 

The matter of tho r.°nioyul from odiee of 
known Royulists is still a live Isaud. At- 
torney-General Smith, who has always ex- 
pressed to the Advisory Council tho views 
of the Executive body on removals from 
ofiice, said this morning : "Wo have quite 
a quantity of evidence touching many cases. 
Nothing haa as yet been finally decided 
upon." It is expected there will be develop- 
ments during tho week. Tho causo of the 
recent delay has been the illnesa of President 
Dole. According to a correspondent in Ha- 
makua some of the ollice holders of that dia- 
ticthavo lately been holding a feast in honor 
of the anticipated return of Liliuokalani 
to the throne. This feast, it ia alleged, was 
held on tho very day when these loyal ser- 
vanta of tho Provisional Government sup- 
posed the restoration to bo actually in pro- 
cess of accomplishment. These facts have 
been brought to tho notice of tho author- 
ities, and they will probably be investigated 
at once. 

A number of young mon are seriously 
considering the project of engaging in a co- 
operative sealing expoditiou. It ia proposed 
to charter ono of tho several available 
schooners in port, get an outfit from local 
houses and descend upon tho Japanese 
rookies. 

The ateamer Australia Bailed for Hono- 
lulu this afternoon, carrying it is stated, 
further instructions to Minister Willis. The 
vessel took down no passengers ol promin- 
ence. 

Washington, Jan. 20.— There has beon 
much speculation as to tho contents of tho 
message from Minister Stevens to the State 
department, withheld by tho President on 
the ground of public policy. It is under- 
stood Mr. Stevens gave thia letter to the 
committee, and that it related to tho atti- 
tude of the English minister, Major Wodo- 
house, in connection with affairs in tho 
Hawaiian IsKnds, and his relations with 
tho court of tho deposed Queen. Mr. 
WodehoiiBo'a son is tho husband of a half 
siotcr of Princeas Kaiulani, who ia heir 
apnaront of the Hawaiian throne, Mr. 
Stevens Baid he never heard of an authority 
equal to that of Commissioner Blount in tho 
mattor of commanding tho naval officer on 
duty at Honolulu. 

Ho defended his own ants by quoting in 
justification tho instructions issued by Sec- 
rotary Maroy and Mr. Bayard. Ho had 
landed tho troops Bimply to proteot prop, 
orty; oven tho deposed Queen did not take 
a contrary view, and the 22 hours after tho 
landing of tho marines requested that they 



bo used in her behalf. With regard to tho 
witnesu'9 reply to the request of the com- 
mittee of safety to land troops, which could 
not bo found on file, Mr. Stevens said there 
was no reply, und that ho intended to land 
tho troops anyhow. Ho declared that Mr. 
Blount's statement that ho (Stovens) had 
promised to assist the committee by landing 
troopa was false. 

Mr. Stevens also denied the statement in 
Mr Blount's roport, that ho (Stevens) had 
previously refused the request of the Pro- 
visional Government for tho landing of an 
armed force for drilling purposes, adding 
that Buch request waB never made. Mr. 
Stevens wont through Mr Blount's report 
quite thoroughly, making remarks here and 
there. 

It was Baid by Mr. Stevens that the 
British minister was favorable to tho deposi- 
tion of the Queen, but was equally desirous 
that Kaiulani should succeed her. The 
methods ueed in disseminating thia idea 
among tho people and the part played by 
the British minister are said to have been 
interesting features in the evidence given by 
Mr. Stovona, who said with regard to tho 
character of the Queon and Court that if all 
reports wero true it was very immoral; he 
also gavo in detail events leading to tho 
revolution. 

Tho President to-day laid boforo Congress 
another batch of Hawaiian correspondence, 
which includes tho spicy correspondence be- 
tween Minister Willis and President Dolo, 
in which tho latter reproaches the Minister 
with hia unfriendly courae, and being asked 
afterwards by Mr. Willis to withdraw thcao 
imputations, declines to withdraw any of 
the letters. Then Mr. Willis wroto back 
asking specifications, and h« says : Up to 
thia hour (Friday, January 5) no reply had 
been received to thia request, nor ha^o I 
any intimation when one may bo expected. 
My request for specification has been in tho 
hands of tho Minister of Foreign Affairs 
since Monday, January 1, at o'clock, und 
1 hoped to receive it in time to answer by 
the steamer Peking, leaving to-day at 2 
c'cluck, especially aa Messrs. Thurston and 
Hatch, late Vice-President of the Pro- 
visional Government, leave to morrow on 
tho Australia for tho United States. Thia 
delay in annworing is tho cause of u great 
deal of surprise and regret.

Pacific Coast Record Broken — The 
" Arawa's " Lists— To try 
Whaling. 



Under instructions from the Treasury de- 
partment at Washington, tho U. S. revenue 
cutter Wolcott, in command of Cupt. Roath, 
will start to day on a cruieo along the West 
CoaBt in soarch of tho mieaiDg Alaska seal- 
ing schooner Mary Brown. Tho latter, on 
the Urd of October last, left Sand Point for 
Victoria with Capfc. Brown, her owner and 
muster, James L. O'Brien, a member of the 
Lynde-Hough Commercial Co., Capt. Gaff- 
ney and Bix or seven otherB whose names 
have not yet been ascertained. Tho Wol- 
cott would havo left yesterday on hor im- 
portant misaion, but as Capt. Roath is not 
very well acquainted with the Northern and 
Western Goaat ho Becured Capt. Brown of 
thia city to accompany him, and the latter 
could not leave beforo to day. Capt. Roath 
somowhat dreads his trip along what he 
calls tho "graveyard coast." Ho ' s'ays 
hia steamer is old and her boilers 
are not in the best of condition. Besides, 
at this time of year, the weather will make 
hia trip a dangerouB ono. In regard to his 
cruise, he propoaea to hug tho shoro line of 
Vancouver Island very close hb far North us 
Capo Scott. Ho will make vigorous in- 
quiries of the Indiana all along tho Coast, 
und after satisfying himself whether thero 
aro any traces of tho Mary Brown to be 
found en route, will roturn and report to 
the authoritiea at Washington. Just how 
long the cruise will last is not known; stress 
of weather may prolong it considerably, but 
in all probability tho ateamer will bo absent 
at leaat a fortnight. She will not go further 
north than tho end of the Island. The 
cruise is hoing made in tho interest of Capt. 
Brown and his companions, acquaintances 
in California having petitioned tho Ameri- 
can Government to seud out u steamer in 
search of the missing. 

THE RECORD BROKEN. 
Tho Britiah ship Drumrock, 3,010 tonB, 
which arrived in Tacoma on Friday even- 
ing, has broken tho Bailing record on the 
Pacific Coast. Sho made the trip between 
San Francisco aud Tacoma in ixactly five 
days, six hours and fifteen minutes. Capt. 
Freeman, who piloted tho ship out of San 
Francisco, was obliged to make tho whole 
voyage on her, us tho heavy gale which 
waa blowing oil tho Pacific, Sunday, pre- 
vented hia pilot boat from reaching tho 
Drumrock to take him off. The Drumrock 
ia said to bo largest vessel ever on Puget 
Sound. Sho is to load 5,000 tons of wheat 
at Tacoma for Europe. 

TUB "AKAWA" EN ROUTE. 

Advices from Sydney, Australia, say that 
tho steamship Arawa, which sailed t hence 
Thursday, on her second trip to British Col- 
umbia, hus on board a good freight, which 
will bo materially enlarged at Suva and 
Honolulu en route. She also has fifty paa 
scngora.

DOINGS IN BRAZIL. 



DaGama Repels a Government Attack 
—Governor of Port Santa 
Craz Removed. 

Mello Deposed for Failing to Aid In- 
surgents in tlie Bay 
of Rio. 



London, Jan. 20. — A dispatch received 
from Rio Janeiro last evening saya Presi- 
dent I'eixoto haa removed tho commander of 
Fort Santa Cruz for allowing two insur- 
gent torpedo hoata to re-ontor tho hay and 
permitting a quantity of sanitary stores and 
urma to roach the insurgents. Admiral du 
Gama re inforced the garrison on Conceicao 
Ialaud, and afterwards repulsed a hot Gov- 
ernment attack, killing 120 and wounding 
largo numbera. Da Gama has occupiod and 
strongly fortified a position commanding 
the railway to Petropolia and the Niothoroy 
gaa works. Mercantile circles are alarmod. 
Hank notea issued by tho Empire and be- 
hoved to have been destroyed have now re- 
appeared. 

Rio Janeiro, Jan. 20. — Tho Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, acting on behalf of Presi- 
dent Peixoto, authorizes tho representative 
of the United Presa to Bend tho following : 
" It is stated by tho inaurgenta that 
Admiral Mello has been deposed from his 
position as loader of tho forcea operating 
againBt the Government, because ho failed 
to bring troops from the south to aid tho 
insurgents. in tho bay in making their pro- 
posed land movements. It is added that 
Admiral Mello iB now on tho insurgent war- 
Bhip Republic* Bimply aa a private citizen. 
The Rcpublica is in Paranagua Bay. Kvory- 
thing iB quiet in Rio Janeiro. 

A despatch received yesterday from 
Ottawa states that tho proposed expedition 
from Winnipeg and Vancouver having been 
brought to the attention of the Militia De- 
partment through the presa despatches, 
Mujor-General Herbort looks for a report 
upon tho subject from Lt.-Col. Peters, 
D. A. G. The latter officer being inter- 
viewed on the subject. Baid he had at pre- 
sent no information beyond that which has 
appeared in tho Colonist, but it iB hia in- 
tention to gather what facta he can in order 
to make an official report aa deaircd. It is 
not thought that the military authorities 
can tako uny action in tho matter, aa there 
ia nothing in contemplation which would 
bring those intorcating themselves in tho 
movement in conflict with the neutrality 
laws, und if tho marching orders arrive as 
expected by return mail from Honolulu, it 
ia altogether probable that tho party will 
proceed with their transportation arrange- 
ments. The Provisional Government 
authoritiea at Honolulu would, it is thought, 
be quite powerless to interfere with them 
landing anywhero a few miles distant from 
tho town, and to prevent their entranco 
into Honolulu onco they got a footing on 
the Island. It is not expected that the 
troops from tho warships in the harbor 
would interfere in any struggle between the 
Royulists and the men at present holding 
offloo by virtue of possession, bo long as the 
rights ol neutral parties aro not affected. 




Tho Ruaaian steamer Alexandor, which 
mado a venture aa a steum aealer last year, 
is now being refitted for a whaler. As soon 
as her preparations aro complete sho will 
bo sent into the Arctic to winter. 



George W. C'IiIIiIm Improving. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 20.— The condition 
of Mr. Georgo W. Childa continues favor- 
able, and last night his physicians reported 
him as much improved. Many telegrams 
from different parta of tho country havo 
been received at tho Ledger oflico from 
prominent men, seeking information re- 
garding Mr. Childa' condition, and express- 
ing their sympathy for him in hiB illness.
